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2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains subject matter not 
related to the abstract (e.g. Fig. 3). Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



3. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: The word "and" 
throughout the claims appears to be redundant. It appears that only the last appearance 
of the word "and" should remain in the claims. Appropriate correction is required. 



4. Claims 1-2 are objected, but would be allowable if corrections are made. 

The prior art of record teaches that it is well known to have an apparatus having means 
for scanning and printing with output and feeding means, however, the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest (in combination with other features in the claim) an 
apparatus having the withdrawal means and mechanism as described in lines 5-14 of 
claim 1 . 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Stodder et al. (5,651 .623 and 5,727,890) teaches a multiple function printer with 
common feeder/output path mechanisms and method of operation.

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Zepeda et al. (5,738,454) teaches a multiple function printer with common output path 
mechanism with floating guide ribs to accommodate media and documents of different 
thickness. 

Kellogg et al. (5,833,381 and 5,896,206) teaches a removable document feeder 
cartridge for combination printer and scanner. 

Jang (6,227,533) teaches a multi functional sheet feeding apparatus. 
Hendrix et al. (6,457,707) teaches an automatic document feeder.
